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Agricultural Summary 

Montana received moderate amounts of precipitation 
throughout the state last week, limiting the number of 
days suitable for fieldwork to 1 .8 days. Chester received 
0.85 inches, the most for the week. A wide range of 
temperatures was seen across the state. Opheim had 
the low of 6 degrees, and six cities reached 74 degrees. 
Topsoil moisture adequate and surplus is 86 percent, 
above last week's 82 percent and last year's 81 percent. 
Subsoil moisture adequate and surplus, at 67 percent, is 
better than last year's and last week's ratings of 62 
percent and 59 percent, respectively. Conditions of both 
topsoil and subsoil moisture are above their five-year 
averages. 

The weather outlook for April 23 through the 29 is for 
above normal temperatures and near normal 
precipitation east of the continental divide and for near 
normal temperatures and below normal precipitation 
west of the divide. Normal temperatures for this period in 
the state are for highs in the upper 40s to the upper 50s 
and for lows ranging from 20 degrees to the mid 30s.
